THE  People  had  feen  EJfix 
in  extraordinary  Favour 
with  the  Queen  ;  and 
were  therefore  the  more  Sur- 
priz'd  at  his  Fall.  She  had  rais'd 
him  to  the  higheft  Dignities  of  heir 
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Kingdom  ;  and  he  continued  then 
General  of  her  Army  iwlnUn^  a- 
gainft  the  Earl  of  Tyrone^  who  had 
raised  a  Rebellion  there.  His  endea- 
vours to  divert  this  Mi*  fortune  were 
Vain ;  and  aiter  an  obftinate  Re* 
fiftapee,  he  was  brought  up  to 
London,  and  confinM  to  his  Houfe. 

The  Services  he  had  done  the 
State  by  his  Valour,  were  very  con* 
fiderable  ;  but  the  Favours  the 
Queen's  peculiar  Goodnefs  had  hea- 
ped on  him,  proceeded  from  a  far 
more  fecret  Gaufe,  and  more  prefc 
fing  Motives,  Had  the  Earl  of 
Bffex  never  Signalized  himfelf  by 
the  Glory  of  his  Anions,  the  Kind- 
nefsShe  had  for  him,  would  have 
made  her  diftinguifh  him  from  the 
reftofherSubje&s  ;  and  rtis  certain 
tier  Affe&ion had  made  him  her  Fa- 
vourite^  before  he  could  pretend  to 
it  in  the  leaft  by  his  Services.  She 
was  highly  Renowned  above  the 
Women  of  her  Time,  for  Courage 
and  Strength  of  Mind  %  yet  too, 

Weak 
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Weak  to  be  Proof  againfl:  the  Ira- 
preffionsoflove.  She  had  a  paffi- 
onate  Tendernefs  for  the  unfortu- 
nate Criminal,  which  was  his  Ad- 
vocate, and  defended  him  from  the 
Severity  of  juftice ;  and  was  fo  far 
from  taking  Pleafure  of  publick  Re- 
venge of  himrthat  She  abhorred  in 
her  Heart  thofe  cruel  Maxims  that 
crofs'd  her  Inclinations 

She  kept  her  Bed  to  prevent  the 
kaft  publick  Difcovery  of  a  Trou- 
ble it  was  not  in  her  Power  to  con- 
ceal ;  and  admitting  of  no  Compa- 
ny but  the  Countefs  of  Nottingham, 
(  her  intimate  Confident)  She  gave 
Vent  to  her  Tears,  and  freely  La- 
mented the  Misfortune  that  threat* 
ned  the  Repofe  of  her  Life, 

The  Countefs  had  a  little  fufpec- 
ted  the  Queen's  Inclination  ;  and 
thought  herfelf  Obiig'd  by  Power- 
ful Reafons  to  end  out  the  Myftery* 
But  this  being  a  tender  Point,  and 
having  to  deal  with  a  Prlncefs  natu- 
rally of  a  very  high  Spirit^the Goun- 
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nfs  was  Silent,  But  the  Queen's 
Grief  was  too  Violent  to  continue 
long  Mute  :  Her  Sighs  confirm'd 
the  Sufpicions  of  the  Countefs,  and 
her  repeating  in  her  Trouble,  the 
Earl  of  Ejfex^s  Name,  convinced 
theCountefs  of  the  Truth  of  what 
till  then  fhe  had  but  fiightly  Fan- 
cied. 

The  Countefs  had  that  Command f 
of  her  felf,  fhe  eafily  conceaPd  her  I 
Concern  in  the  Adventure  j    and  f 
appearing   only    Senfible    of  the 
Trouble  of  the   Queen,    fhe  us'd 
all  the  Art  fhe  had   to  Comfort 
her  ;   and  faiPd  not  to  put  her  in  j 
Mind,  how  Serviceable  on  that 
Occafion  her  Vertue  might  be  to 
her,  which  had  already  made  her  | 
the  Wonder  of  the  World. 

Jh,  Madam  I  (  fays  the  Queen, 
interrupting  her  ;  Tou  do  not  yet 
know  me.  The  Force  I  havt  long  put 
npon  my  Self,  hath  made  you  think, 
with  the  rtH  of  the  Worldy  that  the 
Heighth  of  my  Spirit  hath  raifed

Me  above  the  Infirmities  of  Nature  \ 
and  the  Greatnefs  of  my  Thoughts,  fe- 
cund me  jrom  the  Troubles  of  Life. 
But,  alas !  poor  Elizabeth  is  a  Slave 
to  her  Weaknefs  ;  and,  hath  all  this 
while  but  Sacrificed  to  Refutation  all 
the  Quiet  of  far  Soul,  and  Ha^pinefs 
of  her  Bays  ! 

7Tis  high  Time,  Madam  to  rev&al 
the  My  fiery  ! 

My  Hearty  Madam,  is  fenfihh  and 
fufcepible  of  the  deep* ft  Impreffions  : 
j%nd  what  I  have  in  Afparance,  Con* 
demn^dmoH^  is  perhaps  the  only  Thing 
that  has  mo(l  Power  over  me. 

The  Earl  of  Eflex  is  not  fefs  Fa* 
mous  for  the  Vift or y gained  over  my 
Heart,  than  for  his  Treafons  againH 
me  :  And  1,  who  have  always  main- 
tained the  Freedom  of  my  Soul,  and 
preferv7d  the  Liberty  of  my  Affe&ion 
from  fubmit ting  to  the  Efforts  of  all 
the  Noted  Princes  of  Europe,  and 
the  Create  (I  of  my  Subje&s,  have  now 
the  Misfortune  to  find  my  Inclinati- 
ons violently  Swafd  in  Favour  of  a 
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dition  you  fee  his  Imprifonment  hath 
put  me  in,  you  may  guefs  what  I  am 
like  to  be  reduced  to  by  his  Death.  His 
Crimes  I  abhor,  but  am  in  love  with 
his  Perfon,  and  find  that  as  I  have  been 
fo  Weak  to  let  him  Kjiow  it,  I  (hall 
again  be  fo  Weak  to  Pardon  bim.  You  | 
do  not  know  his  Carnage  towards 
me.  And  perhaps  my  Affcffcion 
wil|  as  eafily  find  Excufes  for  his 
Ingratitude,  as  it  did  for  my  Kind- 
nefs.  I  will  give  you  the  Relation 
of  it,  but  Conjure  you  to  Reproach  me 
fopainl)  with  the  dhame  fexpofemy 
Selj  to,  that  I  may  at  laft  prevail  with 
my  S*/J  to  abandon  the  ingr AttfulkU 
of  Men,  to  the  Rigour  of  bis  Fate. 

I  Shall  not  give  you  an  Account  of 
the  Intereft  cf  EngUna,  other 
than  what  the  Earl  of  Effex 
ftands  concern'd  in  I  will  pais  by 
the  Obftacles  rais'd  againfl:  my  £- 
ftablifhment,  and  tell  you  only,  I 
quickly  gainM  Pcijeflkm  of  the 
Throne,  was  Ador'rf  of  my  People, 
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and  Happy  beyond  the  Hopes  of  a 
Perfon  of  my  Sex.  But  Elevation 
is  not  always  attended  with  the 
PJeafure  of  Life ;  and  that  fmoothe 
Gaie  of  Felicity  and  Repofe  in  the 
beginning  of  my  Reign,  quickly 
l)lew  over,  at  leaft  in  my  Opinion. 
Being  fettled  in  my  Government, 
I  found  my  Court  throngM  with 
Suitors  of  fovereign  Grandeur,  ftri- 
ving  to  merit  the  Choice  it  was  in 
my  Power  (  at  once  ;  to  make-  of 
a  Hash md  and  a  Kjng.  The  Earls 
of  Somerfet,  Leicefler,  Arundel,  and 
Hertfort^  had  the  moft.  Right  to 
Pretend  to  it.  But  finding  ray 
felf  difturb'd  by  their  Importuni- 
ties™ my  moft  ferious  Affairs,  and 
not  at  all  inclin'd  to  entertain  their 
Suits,  I  formally  declar'd  to  them, 
defign'dto  live  Single,  and  endea- 
voured to  make  them  Amends,  by 
confiderable  Employments,  and 
Allyances  I  beftowed  on  them  .- 
Three  of  them  openly  quitted  the 
Hopes  they  had  conceived  ;  only 

the 
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Per/ox,  as  Ungrateful  as  Faithlefs, 
You  know  what  I  have  done  to  Rat  ft 
him ;  nor  tan  you  be  Ignorant  bow  i% 
be  hath  requited  me  by  hii  Crimes.  A 
Man,  who  being  Governour  '/  Ire* 
land,  General  of  my  Army,  in  quiet 
Poffeffion  of  the  belt  Offices  of    p*y\ 
Kjngdom,  And.  M after  of  my  JffeJ 
il 'ions ,  yet  couldinot  forbear  Confpi~\ 
ring  againfi  that  Authority  I  was  but 
too  much  incited  to  give  him  a  Share 
of  i   and,  perhaps,  againB  a  Life,  1* 
took  no  other  Pleafure  in,    but  the 
Opportunities  1  had  by  it  to  make  hk 
Happy%~*~ 

It  was  not  in  the  Queen's  Power 
to  fay  one  Word  more.  And  the 
Countefs,  more  than  ordinarily 
Concerned  at  the  Difcourfe,  became 
fo  much  the  more  Carious;  and 
pretending  to  Comfort  the  Qpeen, 
engagM  her  very  dext'roufly  to  m 
further  Difcovery. 

No,  Madam,  replies  the  Queen, 
there9 s  no  Hopes  of  Comfort  for  me% 
if  the  Karl  of  EfTex  Dye  :  By  the  Con* 
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the  Part  of  Leicefier,  more  Am- 
bitious, or  more  Conftant  than  the 
reft,  kept  a  foot  his  Pretenfions,  and 
publickly  continued  his  Services : 
But  it  was  not  ordainM  his  Perfe- 
verance  fhould  be  crownM  with 
the  Reward  of  my  Affe&ion. 

TheEWof  Ejk*  having  figna- 
HzMhimfelf  againft  the  rebellious 
Earls  of  Northumberland  and  WeB~ 
mortand,  made  about  this  time,  his 
firft  Appearance  at  Court,  and  fo 
found  with  more  Eafe,  the  Secret 
to  Pleafe  me. 

Thofe  who  prefented  him  to  me, 
fpokemuchin  Commendation  of 
him.  And  I  was  too  much  an  Eye 
Witnefs  of  the  Merit  of  his  ferfon. 
I  look'd  upon  him  as  an  extraordi- 
nary Man ;  Nor  could  I  but  think 
it  equally  extraordinary  to  find  my 
Self  fo  ftrangely  affe&edwith  him 
at  the  firft  Sight  The  Reception 
I  gave  him  was  very  Obliging,  and 
the  Acknowledgments  be  made  me, 
w?re  full  of  Kefpeft  :  So  that  for 
B  the 


the  Time,  I  faw  no  Caufe  to  check 
my  Inclination. 

I  may  date  from  this  firft  View, 
the  lofs  of  my  Repofe.  I  present- 
ly fell  into  a  Difquiet  I  had  till  then 
been  altogether  a  Stranger  to,  And 
in  fpite  of  my  high  Spirit,  I  could 
not  but  inwardly  acknowledge  the 
Caufe*  And  all  the  Efforts  of  my 
haughty  Humour  againft  it,  ferv'd 
only  to  make  the  'I  riumph  tf  the 
Earl  of  Effex  more  Glorious. 

You  would  better  Comprehend 
the  Condition  I  was  in,  did  you 
know  the  Refentmentsofa  Great 
Soul,  jealous  of  its  Reputation,  in 
Extremities  of  this  Nature ;  the 
Combat  it  undergoes,  and  the  Gon- 
fufion  that  attends  the  Defence. 

I  fearM  my  Eyes  would  difcover 
the  Pleafure  I  took  on  looking  on 
the  Earl  cfEjfex,  and  my  Weak- 
nefs  occafion'd  DifcourCes  in  the 
World,  to  the  Prejudice  of  my 
Glory.  I  IhunM  the  Sight  of  him, 
but  to  little  purpofe,  when  I  car- 
ry M 


(ir) 
ryM  the  UtA  of  him  in  my  Heart.  I 
was  angry  with  my  felf  for  it,  and 
f ummon'd  my  Reafon  to  my  Affi- 
ftance  to  declare  it :  But  hove  had 
fo  violently  feizM  my  Heart,  that 
I  ftruggPd  in  vain  todifpoffefshimt 

By  little  and  little  I  yielded  my 
Self  Captive  to  that  powerful  In- 
clination which  had  at  firft  Sight 
made  me  fo  much  in  Love  with  the 
Perfon  of  the  Eat/  ofEjfex;  And 
pretending  the  Services  he  had 
done  me  againft  the  Earls  of  Nor* 
ibumberUnd  and  Weftmorland,  and 
the  memory  1  had  of  the  good  Ser- 
vices of- his  Father,  as  the  ground 
of  my  Favour,  1  made  him  Kjiight 
of  ih%  Garter,  leafier  of  the  Hot  fa 
and  of  the  Trivj  Council,  tho*  un- 
der Age. 

Thus  did  I  cherifh  and  indulge 
the  Weaknefs  I  had  fo  longftrug- 
gled  with,  and  Condemn'd  my 
Self  for.  The  higher  he  grew  in 
Office,  the  nearer  he  was  to  my 
Perfon  ?  His  Complaifance,  his 
B  2  Refpea 


RefpecT:,  his  Looks  which  to  me 
appeared  all  kind  and  languifhing, 
and  cfpccially  my  Affe£Uon,  which  | 
had  Tendernefs  enough  to  give  a 
favourable  conftrucYion  to  the  leaft 
iOfhis  Actions  confpitM  to  Betray 
me. 

Envy  raifed  him  Enemies ;  The 
Earl  of  Leicefler,  concerned  to  be 
Jealous  of  him,  quickly  fufpe&ed 
the  Truth.  And  looking  on  the 
Earl  of  Ejfex,  as  a  Perlon  of  Merit 
capable  to  crofs  his  Pretenfions,  he 
made  it  his  bufinefs  to  Supplant 
him ;  which  I  prefently  Obferved. 
Ieafily  forefaw  the  Trouble  my 
Favour  might  caufe  between  Per- 
sons fo  coniiderable  .♦  And  the  bet- 
ter to  Countenance  the  Kindnefs  I 
had  for  Effex%  I  affe&ed  a  little 
Complaifance  for  Leicefter,  which 
fomewhat  abated  the  Edge  of  his 
Jealoufy. 

About  that  time  the  King  of 
Swedtrty  the  Emperor  for  his  Son, 
and  the  Duke  of  Anjou,  made  me 
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their  feveral  Propofals  of  Marriage 
which  I  was  forc'd  to  receive,  but 
wanted  not  Pretences  to  fend  home 
their  AmbafTadors,  without  any 
Fruit  of  their  Negotiation. 

How  contrary  to  the  real  Motive 
of  my  Actions  were  the  Interpre- 
tations Men  made  of  my  Refufal 
of  Marriage  with  thefe  Princes! 
It  redounded  much  to  myHonour, 
my  Glory  was  increas'd  by  it,  and 
the  World  admir'd  my  Contempt 
of  Love,  even  then  when  my  Soul 
was  wholly  poffeft  by  it. 

The  Averfion  J  expreft  for  Fo- 
reign Alliances,  rais'd  the  Hopes 
of  the  Earl  of  Leicefter ;  and  Ejfex 
feem'd  over- joy  'd  at  it ;  Not  faid 
he,  as  I  heard  afterwards,  But  that 
the  Qu.  is  Difcreet  in  all  her  Aft  ions  j 
and  her  Choice,  had  (be  made  One,  had 
been  Detent  and  Jaft ;  hut  that  1  think 
her  J&  fit  to  Retgn  alone,  that  1  could 
not  without  extream  Trouble,  fee  her 
(bare  her  Authority  with  4  Husband 
who  perhaps  would  in  time  be  her  Ma- 
ft*r,  Bj  The 


The  Conftru&ion  I  made  of  the 
*E.ofEjfexys  Zeal,  was  fuitable  to 
my  Affe&ion,and  the  Defire/had 
of  gaining  his  Heart,  which  /  de- 
fied fo  paflionately,that  /  fancy  M  it 
done,  and  that  the  pretended  Seve- 
rity that  made  me  flight  Kings,  was 
the  only  Thing  that  frightnedhis 
Refpeft ;  and  that  he  had  declared 
his  Love  to  me,  could  he  have 
thought  he  durft  prefumeto  doit. 

The  Duke  ALnfm  (  not  difcou- 
rag'd  by  my  refufal  of  his  Brother) 
began  foon  after  to  make  Addret 
f&  forhimfeif;  and  it  was  not  in 
my  Power  to  deny  my  Confent 
for  his  Voyage  to  London;  But 
What  Advantages  foeverhe  plead- 
ed in  his  Favour,  certain  it  is,  the 
Earl  of  Ejfex  loft  not  any  he  had 
gain'd  over  me.  The  ftay  of  that 
Prince  in  EngUnd,  tortify'd  the 
Earl's  inte reft.  He  was  constantly 
at  my  Elbow.  When  the  Duke 
Man/on  fpoke  to  me,  my  thoughts 
iread  Reproaches  againft  my  felf, 
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in  the  Earl  of  EJfex's  Eyes.  The 
Earl  of  Lwefter  watched  me  as 
Carefully,  tho'  not  with  equal  Re- 
gard from  me.  Jrais'd  fo  many 
Difficulties  againft  the  Duke  of 
AUnfoifs  Defign,that  he  was  forcM 
to  Defift  ;  and  /  rid  my  Hands  of 
his  Perfon  and  Suit,  without  giv* 
ing  him  Caufe  of   Complaint. 

You  know  that  after  the  Death 
of  the  Queen  of  Scots,  the  King  of 
Sp*i»9  who  ft  ill  makes  himfelf  in- 
difpenfibly  fubjeft  to1  a  neceflity  of 
Oppofmg  me,  entred  into  a  League 
with  the  Pope  againft  me,  And  ha- 
ving fiUM  the  World  with  injurious 
Declarations  againft  my  Right  to 
the  Crown,  they  joinM  all  their 
Forces  to  put  it  off  my  Head.  The 
Spaniards  made  themfelves  on  the 
fudden  Mafters  of  Davewer.  The 
Duke  of  Parma  laid  Siege  to  Sixyii 
It  was  high  time  to  provide  for  De-* 
fence,  and  the  Earl  of  Leicester  was 
fentaway  with  all' the  Nobility  of 
the  Kingdom,  at  the  Head  of  a 
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numerous  Army.  The  Earl  of  £/- 
/ex  was  one  of  the  Firft  to  follow 
him ;  and  as  ftrongly  inclin'd  as 
I  was  to  ftay  him,  yet  /  thought 
the  Man  1  lov*d,  ought  not  to  be 
idle,  when  he  had  Opportunity,  by 
Glorious  A&ions,  to  Merit  the 
Kindnefs  /  had  for  him. 

/  will  not  fpend  Time  in  giving 
you  the  Relation  of  a  War,  which 
perhaps  you  are  fufficiently  inform'd 
of,  and  concerns  not  the  Secrets  of 
my  Life,  h  tended  to  our  Ad- 
vantage ;  all  ('to  the  very  WindsJ 
having  favour'd  our  Side.  When 
the  Generals  of  the  Army  arrived  at 
London,  I  was  carry'd  in  Triumph 
to  St  Pauls:  Yet  the  Joy  /  had  to 
fee  the  Earl  of  EJftx,  was  Greater 
then  that  for  the  fignal  Viftory  ob- 
tain'd.'  Amongft  an  infinite  Num* 
ber  of  Perfons  of  feveral  Ranks, 
my  Eyes  werefix'd  only  on  him  s 
And  much  ado /had,  fometimes, 
out  of  Policy,  to  caft  a  look  on  the 
Earl  of  JUtetfien    Both  of  them 
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had  done  very  great  A&ions :  I 
Commended  them  publickly ;  and 
particularly  joy'd  the  Earl  of  Effex, 
for  the  Succefs  of  his  Valour  and 
Condutt ;  who  fpoke  fo  much  in 
Praife  of  the  Valour  and  Con- 
dud  of  the  Earl  of  Leicefttr,  that 
he  was  forc'd  in  Requital,  to  do 
him  Right,  in  giving  him  openly 
the  Elogies  hedeferv'd. 

Not  long  after  this  Expedition^ 
the  Earl  of  Effex  fell  into  a  very 
deep  Melancholly ;  I  was  the  firit 
that  perceived  it ;  and  took  it  for 
an  Effeft  of  Tome  fecret  Paffion,  I 
Wifht  now  and  then  he  would  once 
take  the  Boldnefs  to  declare  him- 
felf,  but  prefently  my  reafon,  upon 
Second  Thought sy  fet  before  my  Ejts 
the  Confufion  would  certainly  fol- 
low an  Explication  of  that  Nature, 
to  the  Ruin  of  my  Reputation,  and 
that  high  Efteem  the  World  had 
for  me:  Yet  (  tofpeak  Truth  )I 
could  not  refolve  what  to  do  or 
to  wilh:  /  am  in  Love,  /  defir'd 
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to  be  LovM  again  ;  and  that  wai 
all  /could  make  of  it. 

The  Earl  of  Effex  in  the  mean 
time  continued  fad ;  1  was  troubled! 
to  fee  him  fo  ;  and  fancying  my  f 
Self  the  Caufe,  /  was  defirous  tot 
know  it;  and  refolved  to  fetch  itj 
out  of  him. 

He  had  full  Liberty  of  Accefs  1 
to  Me,  and  I  enlarged  it  Daily  j 
But  not  to  expofe  my  Reputation 
in  forcing  him  to  declare  himfe If  J 
J  pretended  an'  Inclination  to  Fa-j 
vour  the   EarlofLeice/ler;    Who, 
fince  his  late  Vi&ories,  had  enter*  j 
tain'd  new  Hopes. 

One  Day,  as  the  Earl  of  Ejfex 
came  to  thank  Me  for  the  Govern- 
ment of  Ireland  I  had  be  flowed  on 
him  J  was  loath  to  lofe  the  Oppor- 
tunity: And  interupting  what  he 
would  have  faid  in  Acknowledge- 
ment, Tou  need  not  enlarge  your 
jdf  (  (kid  I  )  on  a  Thing  I  am  fully 
*jj*r*dof-7  I  take  fleajure  iii  raifing 
your  fortune 7  and     mfb  I  could  as

eafily  remove  jour  MeSancho/ly9  and 
am  f  leafed  to  give  a  New  Proof  of 
the  Seme  I  have  of  your  Service,  Tou 
may  in  your  Turn,  Oblige  me,,  (  ti-

he  with  a  Sigh,  which  made  me 
expeft  fomething  more  pleafing,  I 
fbould  have  more  to  fay  to  you  for  my 
felf,  than  the  Earl  0/Leicefter.  What 
hinders  you  I  faid  I.  The  refpe&  I 
have  for  your  Majetfy,  anfwerM  he* 
Jam  in  Love,  Madam ,  but  7tis  not 
a  thing  fitting  to  make  my  Queen 
my  Confident.-  I' BlufhM  at  thofe 
Words,  and  was  in  a  mind  not 
to  proceed  further.  But  I  looked 
upon  him,  and  there  needed  no 
more  to  declare  my  Weaknefs.  I 
have  that  E/teem  for  you,  added  I,

Choice,  faid  1,  and  the  (Jountejs  of 
Rutland  will  very  well  dtferve  the 
Kjndmfi  you  prof  eft  for  her.  M*ddn?y 
replies  he  with  Satisfaction  in  his 
Looks,  which  heightened  my  Grief* 
You  have  done  ni^fefor  me  in  approv- 
ingihe  P&ffion.I  have  Jar  the  Cuaniefs 
.of  Rutland ythan  you  could  haze  done, 
had  you  pqiutrd   me   the  Empire  of 
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her  to  you  ?    1  defre  any  thing,  fays 
he,  that  may  preferve  me  from  Dying 
for  Love  of  her.     Go  your  wy,  iheny 
faid  I,  to  be  rid  of  him,  andeafe 
my  felf   of  the  intolerable  Con- 
ftraint  1  was  under,  be  ajfured  1  wiU 
concern  mj  felj  in  your  Amour.  Tou 
(ball  know  it  in  time  ;  but  take  heed* 
you  give   not  the   Earl  cf  Leicefler 
the  leal'i  Intimation  of  the  Secret  1 
have  imparted  to  you-     Not  before  I 
have  Orders  from  your  Majefty,  an- 
fwe.r'd  he3  to  Congratulate  hu  Hap* 
piwfs,  and  fay  him  the    Devoir \£  of 
an  affectionate  Subject* 

Had  you  teen  with  what  an  Air 
he  pronounced  thefe  Words,  you 
would  have  abhor  I'd  him  for  his 
Ingratitude.  As  for  me,  I  was  left 
in  fodefperate  a  Covin  h^\t  was, 
long  e'er  1  could  recover  my  Rea- 
fon  out  of  the  entanglements  of 
Love,  Anger  ^  and  ^ealoufy. 

I  was  partly  the  Author  of  my 
Misfortune,  by  calling  to  Court  the 
Countefs^i  Rutland^  alter  her  Hus- 
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band's  Death,  without  confidering 
/he  was  one  of  the  handlomeft  La- 
dies  on  Earth;  and  but  Sixteen 
Years  old,  I  have  notobfervedany 
particular  Kindnefs  the  E.  of  Effe* 
had  for  her.  He  vifited  her  as  othet 
Ladies  of  the  Court:  But  their  In- 
trigue was  myfterious  j  and  the 
more  fecretly  it  was  carry *d,  thei 
Engagement  was  the  (tronger,  an  & 
the  Affection  more  tender. 

It  is  impoffible  to  exprefs  the 
Trouble  I  was  in,when  Angt r  feiz'd 
the  Place  Grief  had  pofTeit  in  my 
Heart.  Though  the  E.of  EJfex  had 
been  ignorant  of  his  good  Fortune, 
1  could  not  forbear  reproaching  him 
for  Slighting  it  as  he  did  ;  and 
forgot  not  to  Charge  him  with 
Treachery  and  Ingratitude.  But 
when  1  confiderM  he  was  fo  far 
from  apprehending  my  Meaning, 
that  he  was  gone  dire&ly  to  mate  a 
folemn  Tender  ol  his  Love  to  ano- 
ther,and  carry  her  the  joyful  News 
of  his  Siiccefs   with  me  ;  I  refol-

red,  at  leaft,  to  Delay  the  Pleafure 
>fit  for  a  Time;  and  went  out  of 
ray  Clofet  into  my  Chamber,  to 
:all  him  back.  I  thought  1  heard 
the  Earl  of  L*icefter*s  Voice,  and 
tiis  in  the  Anti-Chamber  j  and  go* 
jng  to  the  Door,  I  found  1  was  not 
miftaken;  Lticefter\  Jealoufy  had 
in  all  probability,  made  him  watch 
Effexzs  he  entred  my  Chamber  j 
and  when  he  faw  him  return  with 
Satisfa&ion  in  his  Looks  ;  Tw  are 
happy  fays  he,  in  a  Privilege  to  Eh* 
tertain  the  Queen  as  Long  as  you 
vleafi,  whm  others  who  as  psffionattly 
£? fire  it,  cxnnot  obtain  that  Happinejs 
fr  a,  Moment  /  am  per/uadedy  re- 
plies hffc^you  better  dtferve  it  ;a??d 
mzkt  no  doubt ,  but  you  will  find  more 
Pleafure  in  it ;  /  will  have  you  at  li*> 
btrty  to  go  in  Search  o/it;  and  you 
may  dome  a  Favour  mi  to  Bay  mt% 
being  calPd  another  way, on  a  very  pre/* 
ftng  Occafton.  He  had  no  foone? 
faid  fo,  but  he  went  his  way  j  art  \ 
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X^was  fo  confounded  with  this  new 
Sight,' I  fcarce  knew  where.  I  flood 
paying  at  laft  recover'd  my  Rea- 
fon,  Thad  the  Discretion  to  Hide 
my  Wedknefs.  Prefently  my  An 
ger  would  have  vented  itfelf  or 
the  Countefs  of  Rutland:]  Bue  ] 
Confider'd,  Her  only  Crime  was 
her  Beauty  ;  And  that  fhe  knew 
not  my  Concern  for  her  Servant 

The  Earl  of  Leice(ier  having  at* 
his  entrance  perceiv'd  me  in  Difor. 
der,  durft  not  take  Notice  of  it,  but 
ai'K r  a  fliort  Vale  withdrew, 

A  little  before!,  /had  Cent  ioCom 
granulate  t\\Q  King  of  Navarre,  up* 
on  his  coming  to  the  Crown  ol 
France ;  And  having  Intelligence 
he  wanted  Aid  to  iecure  tiis  Go 
vernment,  7  refolvM  to  fend  him 
fom-e  under  the  condutt  of  the  E< 
of  Effex,  in  hopes  his  abfence  might 
cure  me  /  would  have  perfwaded 
.'my .felf,  thcC&fe  of  my  Removing 
Him  on.  that  Occafton*  was  my 
pefire-to  forget  him  ;  but  upon  fe- 
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cond  Thoughts,  I  muft  cohfefs,  it 
was  rather  the  defire  of  removing 
him  out  of  the  Sight  of  a  beloved 
l\ivaL 

Being  refolv'd  on  the  Point,  I 
flattened  the  execution  ;  and  hav* 
irig  ordered  the  Ear  J.  to  attend  me, 
mDdty  Honour,  fajd  I  to  him, 
mitT  cannot  think  you  will  f  refer 
the  Phafure  of  Sighing  before  a  MU 
flrifs^to  the  Opportunities  of  acquis 
ring  Glory,  I  have  provided  One  for 
'you^  and  am  refohdyoufhaU  Com* 
mand  the  Troops  1  am  fending  to  the 
French  K)rg-  And  to  fortify  your 
felfagziftft  the  Troubles  of  Jkbfeme^ 
you  need  ouly  think  of  the  Pleafure 
of  a  Ret ur n,  His  A  nfwer  was  on- 
ly \in  Sighs  ;  and  that  paffipnat^ 
^Vnmjaae  made  me  haften  his  de- 
panure 

Soon  after ,  the  Countefs  oiRuh 
Undy  whom  I  could  not  forbear  u* 
ling  very  coldly,  defir'd  leave  to 
•go  into  the  Country,  a  confidera- 
bie  Difiance from  hmfon.    I  had 
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thenfo  little  Love  for  her,  I  did  not 
dtCive  to  have  her  near  me,  but  rea- 
dily confented  (he  fhould  retire. 

The  Hopes  fhe  had  to  fee  the  E, 
of  Iffex  return,  fupported  her  fo, 
that  She,  with  much  Moderation, 
fa w  him  take  his  Leave ;  But  1  am 
aflptfl  by  Experience,  the  Grief 
for  his  Departure,  equalled  at  leaft 
the  Hopes  for  his  Return. 

When  he  was  arriv'd  jn  France, 
Fame  fpoke  aloud  in  Comrpenda- 
tion  of  him ;  his  Abfcnce  alter'd  not 
my  Affe&ion  ;  and,  in  fpite  of  all 
1  could  do  to  the  contrary,  1  had  a 
fenfible  Pieafure  to  hear  him  Com- 
mended. 

Had  1  been  defirM,  1  fhould  have 
calPd  him  Home  as  foon  as  France

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And  having  taken  C*lesf  and  pil- 
laged the  Coaft  of  Portugal,  he  put 
again  to  Sea  for  England.  The 
Fleet  was  fcatterM  by  a  Storm,  and 
we  had  News  the  E.  of  EJfex  was 
loft.  Then  it  was  1  knew  better 
than  ever,  the  Kindncfs  1  had  for 
him.*  J  could  no  longer  perfwade 
1  my  felf  that  his  Indifference  for  me 
deferv'd  mine  for  him. 

1  accusM  the  Sea  a  Thoufand 
times,  for  having  taken  too  unrea- 
fonable  a  Revenge  of  me, and  was 
under  Sufferings  more  cruel  than 
Death,  till  News  was  brought  me^ 
that  by  the  Afliftance  of  the  Dutch 
Admiral,  he  was  arrived  at  Plj* 
mouth;  from  whence,  in  few  Days, 
he  came  to  Court* 

To  fhew  you  how  Kttfe  Reafon 
we  have  when  we  are  in  Love, 
and  how  fickle  are  the  Refoluti* 
onsof  a  tender  Heart,  though  pro- 
voked by  Slights  and  Contempts  : 
1  had  lamented  the  Death  of  the  B, 
of   Eflex,  and  received  the  News 
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of  his  being  aliye  with  a  Thoufan 
Tranfports  of  Joy,  I  was  extreaml 
pl'easM  with  the  report  oi  his  Ar 
rival  at  London.  But  when  Iconfi 
der'd  I  fhouid  fee  him  full  of  Levi 
for  another,  and  that,  perhaps, 
<   fhouid  not  be  a$e  to  Cpnceal  mj 
j  jealoufy,  I  was  tempted  to  Ordei 
him  tagive  the  C&uncilan  Accoum 
of  his  Conduff^nd  not  admit  him 
into  my  prefence*  Iwas  fometimes 
of  the  Opinion,  I  fhouid  be  abietc 
dofo;  butthmve-ik  Heart  of  mine, 
fo  prepoffeft  in  Favour  of  him,  re- 
volted againftallmy  Resolutions  ;

merly  paffionately  Lov*d  her.  She 
thought  it  fufficient  to  Comfort  the 
Qpeen  with  Dlfcourfes  feerning  to 
arife  only  from  Zealfor  her  Service^ 
when  in  Truth,  her  Thoughts  were 
wholly  bent  for  the  Ruin  of  an  m» 
grateful  Lovir,  who  in  her  Judg- 
ment deferv'd  nothing  but  Hatred 
at  her  Hands. 

Though  Love thought  not  fit  the

Earl  of  Effex  fhould  admire  the 
Countefs  of  Nottingham  ;  yctano* 
ther  was  her  Captive,  whofc  Cha- 
rafter,  did,  in  a  manner,  make  her 
Amends :    It  was  Secretary  Cecil. 
who  amidft  his  great  Offices,  and 
the  Gravity  that  became  them,  dif- 
cover'd  m  the  Beauty,  Ingenuity,. 
and  high  Spirit  of  the  Countefs  of 
Nottingham,   fome  Charms,    that 
made  him  capable  of  a  ftrong  PafTi- 
onfor  her  ;  which  was  beightned 
by  the  Hatred  ^otb  of  them  had 
profetfed  againft  the  Earl  of  Effex  :

The  Countefs  had  no  (boner  ta- 
ken Leave  of  the  Qm.  but  fhe  gave 
Cecil  an  Account  of  all  fihe'd  learnt. 
Having  confiderM  the  Confequen- 
ces,  they  concluded  it  necefTary, 
whilft  their  Princefs  SighM  fecretly 
for  the  Prifoner,  Means  fhould  be 
found  by  private  Ways,  and  in  art* 
ful  Conduct,  without  their  appear- 
ing to  have  any  fuch  Defign,  to 
takeaway  the  JVlercy  which  Love 
might  infpire  into  her. 

Cecil,  for  the  firft  Step,  prefs'd 
the  Queen  to  bring  Effex  to  his 
Tryal ;  and  caus'd  certain  News 
of  his  Death  to  be  fpregd  through- 
out  England.

She  wa$ 
fold,  His  Judge*  were  appointed,  and 
that  he  was  in  the  Torver  :  Worfe 
News  fhe  conld  not  have.  The  Q. 
was  irreconcilably  Angry, nor  could 
fhe  by  Letter,  ccnvey  with  Safety 
to  her  Husband,  the  Advice  fhe 
thought  fit  for  him.  A  Conference 
Ihe  thought  better  j  and  Money  be- 
ing a  Charm  feldom  refitted,  She 
did  by  fomePrefents  of  Value,pre* 
vail  with  her  Guards  to  ferve  her  to 
her  Mind.  Having  fully  poffeft  "em 
fhe  neither  dejfign'd  her  own  Li* 

berty, 
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berty,  nor  her  Husband's*  All  fh$- 
defired,  was  a  Minutes  private 
Difcourfe  with  him  ;  which  her 
Guards  undertook,  and  brought 
happily  about.  The  Guards  at 
the  Tower ,  gain'd  by  their  Compa- 
nions, eafily  introduced  theCouwe/s 
iuto  her  Husband's  Chamber;

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an  Wtfiminntr-Hd,  the   Earls  oi 
£Jfx,    and     Sdutmmptcn,     were 
brought  be  ore  them  by  the  Ccn- 
fiable  of  the  Tower.    I  he  Particu- 
lars of  the  TVyal  are  fet  lorthat  large 
in  the Hiftorits  of  the  Time.  It  tballi 
fuffice  to  infert  here,  That  the  Pri- 
foners being  ChargM  to  hare  held! 
criminal  Correfpondencies  with  the* 
Kings  ©f  Scotland  and  tyduL  and 
entered  into  fecret  Alliances. with 
'lyron^  and   Traiteroufly  laid  and 
carried  on  a  Plot  againft  the  ,QV 
Authority,  made  a  very  flout  and 
refoiute  Defence. 

As  Politick  as  CV«7  was,  he  could 
not  fiide  the  Malignity  of  his  Inten- 
tions;  bntitwasobferv'd,  he  was 
fiot  only  a  fevcre  Judge,  but  a  dan- 
gerous Enemy  The  Heat  and 
Auimofity  he  difcover'd  againll  the

be  had  for  him.  But  not  able  to 
prevail,  he  melted  into  Escpreffions 
of  the  greatelt  Tender nefs  in  the 
World,  for  has  Friend. 

ThejQ«.  b  ing  inform'd  of  the 
Condition  of  Things  gave  private 
Orders  to  delay  Execution.  She 
was  of  a  High  Spirit,  and  highly 
provok'd  ;  yet  found  it  very  diffi- 
cult to  raife  her  Anger  to  a  Pitch 
equal  to  her  Tendernefs.

The  firft  RcTo.'ution  1  took,  was 
to  avoid  the  Sight  of  a  Man,  who 
could  only  contribute  to  mafee  me 
more  Unhappy.  And  when  he 
had  taien  his  leave  with  the  reft 
jfmy  Lord  of  Kutlaua's  Friends,.

I  trembl'd  to  think,  I  mould  fee ' 
the  E.  of  Ejftx  again,  and  refolv'd 
with  ray  felf,  1  would  be  the  moft 
retir'df  erfon  on  Earth,  to  avoid  all 
Occafions  of  meeting  him :    When  \ 
News  was  brought  me,  he  was ■■• 
gone  with  the  Earl  of  Leiceflet  into  - 
the  Low  Countries ,    the  Queen  re- 
ceiv'd  me  with  that  Kindnefs  fhe 
lifually  expreffes  to  thofe  She  in- 
tends to  Honour.

Did 
you  obferve  nothing  in  my  Eyes 
worthy  your  Notice  ?  And  was  it 
poiTible  ycu  fliould  infpire  into  me 
fo  much  Love,  without  feeling  the 
Power  of  it  your  felf?The  Friend- 
ship 1  had  for  the  £.  oURuilandy  and 
the  Progrefshe  had  made,  prevent- 
ed my  f  peaking  of  it.  Yet  Time  and 
Abfence  have  but  increased  my  Pat 
flpn;  and  1  picteft  finctrely  from 
the  firii  Moment  1  faw  you,  my 
Kern  was  never  affected  with  sry 
bui)our  f&f.  A 
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A  Difcourfe  of  this  Nature  may 
perhaps,  be  thought  unfui table  to 
the  Condition  1  was  then  in  ;  who* 
Mourned  lor  a  Facher  and  a  Hus- 
band ;  yet  1  had  not  the  Power  to 
be  offended  with  it:  The  Earloi 
f/Rjc  allured  me,  \  had  gained  his 
Affc&ion  ;  I  wss  willing  to  gain 
his,  and  1  car'd  for  no  more.

Atlaft,  Jedbufy  fucceeded  my 
Fears  ;  aud  1  began  to  believe, 
the  Refpeft  the  E.of  £j(/>jc  had  for 
the  Queen,  might  proceed  from  a 
fccret  Affe£fcion  1  fretted  at  this, 
and  grieved  at  the  Heart.  The  E>. 
perceived  it,  and  foIHcited  me  long 
to  tell  him  the  Caufe,  1  refus'd  as 
long  as  1  was  able.  /  km  ^aious^ 
faidl  to  him  at  laft,  with  a  little 
Heat,  and  aft  Aid  I  (bould  lofe  your 
Affection.  7Tis  not  a  n  V/;happi%eJs$ 
hid  he,  to  jee  you  Love  me  jo  <u  to 
Loubt  of  me  :  But  there  is  no  Caufe 
to  (^ue^iion  mj  Ymhjulnejs^  who  never

Lov*d  any  but  you,  The  Qu.  Lever 
you,cxy  &  \,  and  Hr  KJndnejs  for 
you,  with  the  Advantage  offer  Gran- 
deur, may  be  danger  om  Tern  flat  tons 
to  your  Fer fiver  ance.  The  Quten 
Love  me,  Madam!  replies  he,  Hhw 
you  interpret  her  accufiormd  and  or- 
dinary Bounty,  which  hath,  perhaps, 
too  generoufly  rtcempemed  mjfServU 
ces  beyond  their  Mtrits  ?  She  is  too 
Haughty,  and  too  great  a  Miftrtfs  of 
her  Self,  to  fad  into  fuch  a  Weak- 
nefi,  lou  knew  what  illufiriom  Alli- 
ances She  hath  flighted ;  and  are  to  be* 
lieve  She  is  above  the  reach  of  Love. 
There  is  not  a  Monarch  upon  the  Earth 
but  I  would  prefer  you  be]  ore  Him, 
cry'd  \,  and  meafuring  th*  QueerPs 
Afftftion  by  mine,  I  am  eaflly  ptt fua- 
ded,  She  may  &o  jo  too  ;  h  r  Eye  is  al- 
ways upon  you,  maugre  all  her  Precau- 
tions, and  is  never  elfefatisfltd;  ani  I 
have  objerv'd  jome  isighs  from  Hery 
whtch  a  Heart  concerned  as  mine,  can't 
Hear  without  Trouble.

1  preft  him  to  let  me  know  her 
Name,  hut  he  Conjur'd  me  to  be 
Satisfied  with  what  he  had  fa  id  -T 
and  not  to  force  hiai  to  any  further 
Indifcrction,  1  gave  over  pr effing 
him, 

[  *  The  Countefs  of  Nottingham 
1  BluflbM  at  tlvs  pare  of  the  Dif- 
%  courfer  Jbaving  reafon  to  believe 
*  herfelf  tke  Perfon  intended .  She 
4  Hated  him  the  more  for't;  but 
4  had  the  Command  of  her  fell, 
4  not  to  interrupt  the  Countefs  4p 
4  £j^^c,  who  proceeded  in  her  Sto*- 
'ry.'J 

This  Freedom  of  the  Far!  put 
an  end  to  rny  Sufpicions*  1  left 
him  to  take  his  Time  for  fpeaking 
to  the  Qfieeni  When  he  went  to 
Thank  her  for  the  Government  of 
htknd  bcftowM  on  him,  he  retur- 
ned tolne  with  a. Tranfport  of  Joy- 
to  tell  me,  The  Queen  had  not  only 
Cor/fen  ted  to  hU  Dtfircs^  but  intend* 
efc  to  make  tht    IlmI  of  Leicefter 


K}%  of  England.  This  quieted  my 
Spirit,  and  made  me  acknowledge, 
Iliad  no'CVufe  to  be  Jealous. 

We  fpent  fome  Days  with  a 
great  deal  of  Plea-fore  ;  hut  were 
cruelly  interrupted  by  the  Order 
the  t-arl  ofFjfx  received  to  go  into 
Frjmce,  to  Command  the  Forces 
the  Queen  fenti;!  Aid  of  that  King.

was  Allarm'd  .at  the  News  of  the 
£arl  of  EJfex  his  Dead),  in  his  re- 
turn.. 
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turn  from  Spate,  nor  how  we  Writ 
to  one  another,  in  his  Abfence.  I 
was  ready  to  Dye  with  Grief,  when 
he  arrivM  at  my  Houfe  more  Re- 
fpedful,  and  more  Amorous  than 
he  had  ever  appear'd. 

He  would  have  put  me  out  of  my 
Opinion  concerning  the  Qu.  but- & 
feverely  maintain'd  it  True;  and 
.when  I  had  convinc'd  him  01  it,  he 
Offer'd  to  leave  England,  if  I  would 
name  a  Place,  where  we  might 
live  quietly-,  1  had  then  Afletiion 
enough  to  incline  me  to  confent  to 
this  Propofal;  but  confidering  it 
unjuft  in  me  to  fpoil  the  Progrefs 
of  his  good  Fortune,  and  put  a 
Period  to  1  is  Hopes,  by  an  unex- 
cufable  Retreat,  I  told  him  it  was 
impoffible  :  And  ut'hering  with  a 
Sigh  the  Advice  iwas  go"ng  eo 
give  him,  Forget  we,  Sir r&iA  \,for$. 
jee your  Fate  will'force  you  to  it.  The 
Queen  wtll  jitti  crojs  us,  and  mver 
want  Pretence  tojeparate  Vs  :  ''lis 
better  breaking    off  an '  Eng.^geme,a^ 
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fl at  f  i  t  not  with  your  Jff airs.  No> 
thing  in  the  World  can  be >  a  greater 
Mi  fortune  t*mey  but  I  will  fubmii\ 
to  it^  if  it  be  for  your  Good,  lei 
Jii/p  ft  me  of  Indifference,  (  (aid  he  in- 
terrupting me)  and  you  have  the 
Cruehy  to  Advife  me  to  it.  Did\ 
you  Lov9  me  more,  )ou  tvoult  Kjiow 
me  better :  And  were  I  capable  of 
doing  an  Vajfrtf  things  I  believe  y?u 
would  exhort  me  to  forget  you ,  for  no 
ether  Caufe,  but  that  you  might  think 
of  Me  no  more.  But,  Madam,  tofhor- 
tin  our  Difcvurfe,  and  our  Doubts \ 
which  almoB  makes  me  Mad,  Believe 
ity  I  love  you  above  all  things  in  the 
World,  there  is  a  fure  and  eafy  way  to 
faisfyyouaf  it.  You  are  not  veil* 
ting  to  go  with  me  Qut  of  England  ; 
and  yet  Tou  are  fitll  afraid  of  the 
Que$n  :  Let  us  Marry  f>rivatel}>*nd 
conceal  it  till  we  fee  a  more  favourable 
Opportunity  ;  this  will  fruflrate  the 
Queen's  Dtfign  to  our  Prejudice,  you 
will  no  longer  Doubt  of  my  AJfefli* 
on  \  <m&  if  the  Bufviefs  be  difcoverrd, 
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ftii  but  flying  out  of  the  Reach  ofiht 
Refentments  ivejear. 

I  was  ftrangely  mov'd  at  this 
Difcourfe  ;  every  thing  oblig'd  me 
to  believe  him.  Yet  considering  it 
would  reoeflt  upon  my  Imputations 
to  be  privately  Married ,  1  was  a- 
fraid  to  Confent.  The  Earl  com- 
plain'd  of  me ;  1  cry'd  ;  LO  V  E 
was  ©ur  Arbitrator,  and  decided 
the  Controversy  in  his  Favour^ 
After  long  Refiftance,  1  agreed  to  a 
private  Marriage,on  Condition  the 
Earl  would  go  for  London  on  the 
'Morrow;  and  appear  Difingaged 
to  the  Queen  from  all  the  Kindnefs 
Jichad  for  me.  We  agreed  to  be 
'Married  at  the  Eat  I -of.  Southnrnp- 
jtttoV,  his  particular  Friend-;  where 
1  was  to  ft  ay,  whilft  he  went  for 
London.  Thus  we  Parted  ;  He  took 
Lfwdon^oz^  1  went  for  Southamp- 
ton, attended  by  Tracy,  and  a  Dc- 
ineilics  .of  ttie  Earl  of  EJfex\  iq 

wham 
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whom  he  repos'd  an  entire  Confi- 
dence. 

As  the  Earl  was  on  the  Road,  he 
had  leifure  to  confider  what  Mea- 
fues  to  take.  My  Ld  Southampton* 
came  to  receive  me  ait  his  Houfe  ; 
where  the  E.  of  Effht  arriv'd,  foon 
after  he  had  obtainrd  Lea\re  from 
the  Qu.  to  abfent  himfelf  for  a  few 
Days. 

We  are  now  come  to  the  Inftant 
that  ulherM  in  our  CrofTes,  We; 
were  marryM  in  the  prejeace  of  my 
\j:)V A  Southampton.  Tracy,  and  forne 
Women  of  minevarid  a  Kinfman 
of  the  Earl  of '  EJJex.  He  gave  me 
an  Account  how  t fie  Queen  had  re- 
ceiv'uhim;  and  began  to  cdnfels,' 
he  helievM  fhe  lov'd  him. 
"  He  ilaid  but  Six  Days  at  South- 
*mppv}  in  which  time  we  agreed 
what  Courfe  to  take. 

I  was  too  far  from  London  to  fee 
the  fiarl   often,  without  difcover- 
ing  our  Correspondence.     And  no- 
thing feem'd  more  proper  to  con- 
ceal 
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:cd\  it,  than  a  Houfe  he  had  within 
ew  Miles  of  Ltnaon  on  the  Thames 
tide  :  It  flood  alone,  and  was 
ftrong  enough  to  prevent  a  Sur- 
prize. Having  fettled  my  Affairs, 
[  was  condufted  thither  by  rny 
Ld  Southampton  and  Tracy  ^  whilft 
the  E.  of  Effex  returned  for  Lor>dm% 
Nothingcould  be  more  Pleaiant 
than  the  Solitude  I  was  in.  My 
Ld.  of  Efcxcame  to  fee  mefevery 
Day;  and  1  fpent  there  twoY£a*s 
without  a  Moment's  Trouble.  At 
aft  an  Accident  happened  that  mi- 
ferably  perpkx'd  us. 

The  £.  of  Efftx  had  abundance 
of  Enemies  who  malign'd  him.; 
and  lor  all  his  Caution,  they  obfcr- 
ved  his  extraordinary  Affiduity 
for  the  Houfe  I  was  in.  They 
told  the  Queen  of  it.  She  was 
difturb'd  at  it ;  more,  perhaps,  for 
theSufpicion  fhehad  of  fome  pri- 
vate Gallantry  of  his  there,  than 
for  thofe  Matters  they  would  have 
poffeft  her  -.with. 

I 


I  gave  her  no  Trouble  The 
'Earl's  Dif-engagement,  with  my 
pretended  Journey  into  France,\\a& 
fecur'd  her  as  to  me.  Yet  fhe  was 
refok'd  to  go  fee  whether  the  Earl 
frequented  that  Houfe  only  for  the 
Pleafure  of  the  Place,  or  forme  hid- 
den Caufe. 

One  Day,  as  the  Earl  was  with 
her,  die  gave  Ordet*,  her  ordinary 
Retinue  fhould  be  ready  to  Wait 
on  her.  J  have  long  baa  a  Mind  to 
fee  your  Counlry-Houje,  (fays  (he  to 
the  Earl )  I  have  had  a  very  plta/ant 
Defcripionofii:  fhe  Weather  if  f.ir 
and  1  bdhve  a  Walk  Jo  far  may  do 
me  good. 

You  may  imaglue  the  Fears  this 
put  the  Eirl'm i\;  he  durft  not  open- 
ly oppofe  her  Defign  ,  but  endea- 
vour'd  to  divert  her,  by  faying  h-s 
Hoaje  def.rv\d  not  the  fains  ft? 
would  take  to  go  Jo  far. 

When  he  faw  her  refolv'd  upon 
it,  he  beg'd  leave  to  go  beiore,  to 
put  things  in  Order  for  her  Recep- 
tion-, 
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Deption.    No,  (^ysiht)  you  (ball  h 
•nj  Guide;  There's  no  need  of  Fre- 

urttion. 

The  Earl  at  thefe  Words  trem- 
bled for  me.  He  was  depnv  d  of 
all  Means  of  Precaution ;  and  the 
Concern  he  appeared  in,  made  the 
Queen  more  Curious. 

Imagine  what  a  Trouble  he  was 
in  by  the  way  ;  and  how  often  he 
wiQitfomething  might  hinder  their 
arrival.    But  Fortune  favoui  d  the 
meenls  Defigns  fo  far,  that  they 
camefafetothe  Houfe  ;    and  She 
would  prefently  go  and  See  the 
Lodgings.     The    E*rl  aftonifhd, 
gave  her  his  Hand.  The  Chamber 
I  us*d  was  the  be  ft  of  the  Houfe, 
and  the  firft  the  Queen  ftaid  at ; 
The  Earl  feeing  no  Remedy,  fteps 
to  the  Door,  which  he  found  open 
contrary  to  Cuftom,  and  was  plea- 
fingly  lurpriz'd  to  find  only  'i  racy 
there  Sleeping,  or  rather  pretend- 
ing to  Sleep  on  a  Couch-    H e  was 
quickly  awak'd  ;  and  having  ex- 
1  F  prefr 
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^•eft  his  Surprize  and  Refpea,  im 
mediately  withdrew. 

.  The  had  of  Efix,  who  though 
Ann  at  London,  began  to  tak< 
Heart,  fancying  his  good  Geniu: 
had  revealed  the  Adventure  tc 
Tracy.  *-.--.  But  a  new  Trouble  3. 
rofe  :  My  Piaure  hung  in  tht 
lame  Room,  under  a  Curtain.  The 
Qu.  ask'd,  If  it  was  not  the  EarPs  I 
Be  anfwer'd,  with  fome  Trouble 
It  was  not.  The  Queen  Drew  the 
Curtain,  and  faw  her  feif  Drawn 
at  length,  where  the  Earl  thought 
my  Piflure  would  appear.  Then  it 
was,  .he  was  perfuaded  the  Faith- 
ful Tracy  had  an  Intimation  of  the 
Journey; 

The  Queen  expreft  much  Joy 
to  fee  her  Piaure  in  the  EaiTs 
Chamber. 

From  the  Houfe  /be  went  into 
die  Garden ;  took  a  fliort  Repaft, 
During  which,  Traej  found  the  Op- 
portunity to  whifper  the  Earl,  He 
me  A  mot  trouble  liimftlf.  •—  and  re- 
turned 
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,turnM  to  Undo*,  without  the  leaf* 

Sufpicion.  .    • 

Thus  Matters    paft'd  on  their 
fides.

That  Evening  the  Earl  of  Efix 
came  to  fee  me,  and  gave  me  an  ac- 
count of  the  Tortures  he  had  that 
Day  endur'd  for  me,  and  ho  w  Sou- 
thampton  znd.

Confi- 
der  the  Frights  I  was  in,  amidili 
Jo  much  Trouble  and  Blood,  j'fcw

The  Earl  conjur'd  me  inceflant- 
ly  to  quit  a  place  where  he  could 
not  make  any  long  Defence  in  Op- 
pofition  to  fo  many  Forces,  as 
wer  employ'd  to  take  it. 

I  exhorted  him  to  yield,  and  im- 
plore the  Qj4ttr,\  Goodnefs.-  He 
Protefted,  Us  mould  never  do  it,  till  I
